REMARKS 

Applicant requests favorable reconsideration and allowance of the subject application 
in view of the preceding amendments and the following remarks. 

Claims 1-11 are presented for consideration. Claims 1,10 and 1 1 are independent. 
Claim 1 has been amended to clarify features of the invention. Support for these changes can be 
found in the application, as filed. Therefore, no new matter has been added. 

For the reasons set forth in the Amendment filed on February 10, 2003, Applicant 
submits that the present invention, as recited in independent claims 1,10 and 1 1, is patentably 
defined over the cited art, whether that art is taken individually or in combination.
